An “open letter,” which need 
not be reforred to by a more spe¬ 
cific description, may have caused 
some to think that the ever-recur¬ 
ring business of the building of 
the court-house has been misman¬ 
aged by the County Court, the fig¬ 
ures given by it showing only at. 
inconsiderable sunt remaining due 
to Manly on the contract, and that, 
there was something seriously 
wrong with the building. As will 
be seen in another column, a re¬ 
duction of $1000 will make the 
county whole. The court-house 
business is in no ftrte to cause 
alarm, and not even comment. 
The court-house, extra work, fence 
and furniture have not been set¬ 
tled for, except such payments as 
have fallen duo under the contract, 
an 1 been approved by the Court, 
architect, and the self-interested 
citizens. In'a nutshell it may be 
said that Manly will he due from j 
the county some $32,000, in round 
numbers, of which the Court has 
allowod I a-tween twenty-two and 
twenty-three thousnmf dollars. 
This leaves $10,000 lietween the 
county and danger, and would 
rather trend to sho^r careful busi¬ 
ness policy on I he part of the 
Court in not paying out money too 
readily, than to disparage the bus¬ 
mens capa *i*y of the members.
